T hese tawny fellows 
with broad-brimmed hats and leather 
breeches, and with an overwhelming 
appetite for “ red licker’’ were every­ 
where in evidence. 
They ride line 
horses, always go on the canter, c a n } 
a bundle of blankets behind them, are 
nomadic by birth and education, spend 
their entire time out of doors, and are 
| a shiftless, go-lucky band who never 
for a moment allow themselves to wor 
ry about what is in store for them 
On our northward journey we passed 
through S a n t a M argurita, Love, 
Pal- 
amo, Atascadero, Assuncion, lem ple- 
ton, Paso Robles, Welsona, and arrived 
at San Miguel at 6 o’clock, m akin g the 
distance, 37 miles, in 10 hours. 
This is not a desirable country in 
which to live. 
it is healthful, the 
land is fertile, but everything is over­ 
done, 
T h e farmers are not prosper­ 
ous. 
Evidences of thrift a re conspicu­ 
ous by their absence. 
After leaving 
the mountains the road was sandy, 
in 
places heavy. " O a k openings” marked 


t h e course of our journey the entire 


distance. 
Barley seems to be the principal 
grain crop. 
fcMany big fields were 
standing which would not yield eight 
bushels per acre. 
T here are too many 
millionaire land owners here to m ake 
this a desirable section 
for the poor 
man. 
I hear them talking every where 


of the “ g ran ts.'’ 
inquiry revealed the fact that this 
country is owned largely by speculat­ 
ors. 
I n some manner large gran ts of 
land h ave been secured and are now 
held by capitalists, most of whom live 
S an Francisco. 
T h ese gran ts are 
stocked with cattle or sheep, the herds 
are cared for by Mexicans, and the 
owners sit in their San Francieco of 
flees, direct the work and declare divi 
dends. 
T h e help is paid a miserly pit­ 
tance, they are worked early and late, 
and really they bre slaves. 
I 
would a 
thousand times rather own one acre of 
land and the shabbiest hovel of a cabin 
imaginable, 
and be my 
own 
boss, 
than do the bidding of a tyrannical bo»a 
on one of these big California ranches. 


It is simply slavery. 
P a so Robles i» the only attractive 
town we passed through today. 
It ha» 
3 (MX) population and is a pretty place 
which boasts of hot sulphur springs and 
a sanitarium. 
T h e idea here in C a li­ 
fornia is to live off outsiders as much 
a» possible. 
They count on m aking a 
.iving off Eastern tourists. I notice this 
disposition crops out all along my jour­ 
ney.

cipal varieties, in which, perhaps, vve 
may seo the reflection of national char 
actoristies. In England the b* i is hard. 
The soldier lies on a thin mattr. ss that 
rests on canvas stretched over a frame 
In Spain flu 
soldier has only \ straw 
bed, but he is allowed besides tbisapil 
low, two sheets, two blankets and a 
covered quilt, sometimes even a cover 
for the feet 
It is almost sybaritic. 
In 
Germany and Austria he has a -ample 
straw bed with one or two 
covers, 
neither sheet nor mattress 
In Russia, 
until recently, the soldier slept with 
his clothes on on a camp bed, but now 
ordinary beds begin to be used—the re­ 
sult 
of contact with more 
civilized 
countries. After this it cannot be doubt­ 
ed that tlie French soldier’s bed is the 
best of all, with its wooden or iron bed­ 
stead, a straw bed. a wool mattress, 
sheets, a brown woolen coverlet and 
an extra quilt for cold weather 
Thus 
the bed of the French soldier is the soft­ 
est of all soldiers beds, as that of the 
French peasant is acknowledged also to 
be the best of all European countries.— 
British Medical Record

The department of agriculture be­ 
lieves that in th** plant life of this con­ 
tinent may be found many additions to 
our dietary. 
Frederick V. Coville, bot­ 
anist of the department, has spent con­ 
siderable effort in examining many of 
tiie plants now classed as weeds which 
are capable of sustaining vitality in 
man. 
He takes the position 
that a 
“ wider use of green vegetables in the 
di* tarn s of most people, particularly 
those with healthy digestions, would 
be a marked benefit. ” 
Chemistry has *1* moustrated largely 
the substances which the human system 
needs, and Botanist Coville finds the 
essentials present in 
a 
g reat, 
many 
plants, some of which are nowhere con­ 
s id e r e d as effective food for man aud 
some of which have only a local use as 
human food. 
Mr. Coville points 
out that wild 
herbivorous animals feed on the fats 
and carbohydrates stored up in plant 
seeds in the fall. 
They fatten on this 
diet and gather in bodily fuel for the 
winter. 
Having exhausted their supply 
of fat. by spring, they make green herb­ 
age their principal food. 
This renews 
their muscular vigor and vitality. This 
dietary system prevails among savage 
peoples and is largely followed by the 
Indians of the western states. 
Man’s 
food has grown more artificial with the 
advance of civilization, until, as Bot­ 
anist, Coville says, “ foods are now se­ 
lected more 
by custom than by in­ 
stinct.” 
The European races are more 
given to eating salads and boiled green 
vegetables than the people of the United 
States are. 
The greater part of the 
plant food consumed by Americans is 
made up of seeds, roots and tubers. 
It 
is because of this that the people of this 
country are bilious. 
The first weed which Botanist Coville 
would have us eat is charlock. 
This 
plant grows as a weed from New Eng­ 
land to the Pacific coast and is consid­ 
ered a troublesome weed in the wheat 
districts of Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
North Dakota. 
It is closely related to 
black mustard, another familiar weed. 
Charlock is known in New York state 1 
as “ wild mustard” and is considered 
poisonous. Charlock was a common pot 
herb in northern Europe centuries ago, 
but it has not been recognized as food 
for man in the new world. 
The leaves of the chicory plant are \ 
also good to eat and in some neighbor­ 
hoods are thus utilized, 
it occurs as a I 
weed in the Atlantic aud Pacific states 
and here and there in the interior. 
Its j 
leaves grow in th** form of a rosette, j 
after the fashion of the dandelion. Yel­ 
low rocket is a weed common through- j 
out the eastern states which man might 
eat. 
It is closely allied to the winter 
cress, which is used as a winter salad 
and pot herb in Washington and Balti­ 
more. 
The dandelion is a weed which has 
already gained considerable favor as a 
food in the United Btates, though it is j 
not grown for market. 
It is very com- j 
mon throughout the United States, ex 
cept in the extreme south aud west of 
the great plains, though it has rooted 
itself in certain parts of Washington 
and California. 
The trackers around 
Paris have been cultivating the dande­ 
lion for many years with good results 
aud have developed several horticul­ 
tural varieties. There it is used largely i 
as a salad, the plants being eaten green 
or blanched. 
The department of agriculture calls 
especial attention to the dock, two spe- ! 
oies of which, the broad leafed and the j 
curled, occur 
as common weeds in 
meadows, pastures and cultivated fields, j 
Beveral species of dock are used widely 
as a pot herb in Europe. Dock was used 
extensively by two tribes of American 
Indians, th** Pimas and the Maricopas. 
Dock grows in the arid legions of Ari­ 
zona, New Mexico and Texas, where suc­ 
culent vegetation is rare. 
Lamb’s quarters, or pigweed, or goose- 
foot, is a weed which belongs to the 
same plant family as the beet and spin­ 
ach and ought to he used as a table 
vegetable. 
It is cultivated in Europe 
and is very common throughout the 
United Btates. 
Marsh marigold, or “ cowslip,” is a 
native plant of North 
America. 
It 
grows in swamp land all over the north­ 
ern part of the United States aud Brit­ 
ish America. It has a local us** as a pot 
herb, but its value in this respect is not 
generally appreciated. 
Pigweed occurs 
in many fields all over this country, 
but the average American does not 
know its value as a food plant. 
It is 
eaten by the Indians of the southwest 
and by tin* people ef Mexico. 
In some 
parts of California it is cultivated by 
the Chinese. 
Pokeweod is used locally in some 
parts of the south, but it- more general 
use wouhl be gratifying to the economic 
botanists of the department of agricul­ 
ture. 
The French people have intro­ 
duced this plant into their country and 
esteem it highly. 
The department thinks it probable 
that common nettle, 
milkweed and 
round loafed mallow will come to be re­ 
garded as good food. 
The suggestions made by the depart­ 
ment may be offensive to some people; 
but, then, it wasn’t so very long ago 
when the tomato, or “ love apple,” was 
thought to be poisonous, when the cu­ 
cumber was looked upon as a fatal dose 
aud when people of the uorth were prej­ 
udiced again>t the banana.

Abyssinian Condition*. 
The last 
Mohammedan 
aggression 
against Abyssinia took place in 1876, 
when 3,600 Egyptian troops attempted 
without previous declaration of war to 
overrun the province of Tigre in order 
to bring Abyssinia into subjection to 
the Egyptian state. 
Professor Reinisch 
was at the time on a journey to Abys­ 
sinia and witnessed the patriotic spirit 
which inspired the people, (iu the self­ 
same day that the Egyptian troops be­ 
gan to land at Massaua swift messen­ 
gers c an e d the news thence into the 
interior. 
Tr< *u hill to hill blazed the 
far seen beacon fir* s, and warcries rang 
throughout the provinces of the king ­ 
dom. On the following day the centers 
of population already resembled mili­ 
tary camps. 
Priests and monks were 
everywhere preaching a holy war for 
the defense of the cross and the father­ 
land. Without military summons of re­ 
cruiting of volunteers all the ablebodied 
men of th e ir own accord got ready their 
guns, swords and lances. 
Women and 
slaves look* d to the '•upply of provi­ 
sions, and within a week 20,000 well 
equipp’ d men 
turned out from the 
province of Hamasen aloue to occupy 
the mountain pass toward Tigre before 
the Egyptian troops had left Massaua. 
The outcome of the war, so fatal to 
Egypt, is w* 11 known. 
It gave the im- 
mediate impulse to the events which 
finally led to the occupation of Egypt 
by Great Britain. 
As regards the probable destination 
of Abyssinia, Professor Reinisch gave 
it as his opinion that— at least within 
a measurable 
time—it will certainly 
not share the fate of the Egyptians. 
They have been for centuries a nation 
of slaves; the Abyssinians a race of 
freeman. 
The conquest of the country 
by a nation capable of bearing the great 
expense necessary is, of course, possi­ 
ble, but it may be safely said that it is 
a much lighter task to conquer Abys­ 
sinia than to govern it afterward. For, 
in spite of the fertility of certain prov­ 
inces, it is today a poor country, hav­ 
ing been exhausted by its wars. 
To 
bring back its prosperity the blessings 
of a secured 
and 
lasting peace are 
urgently needed.—Geographical J our­ 
nal.

will have no b u s i n e s s transactions with 
any one who has not a current credit 
rating in this market. 
Yet those same 
firms will not hesitate to open an ac­ 
count with a man whom they fiud rela­ 
tively well rated. 
I 
have experienced 
that 
singular 
thing — a wholesale firm that refused to 
sell goods for cash to a merchant who 
had no credit rating. Reference showed 
that ho always paid cash and neither 
sought nor received credit. The firm in 
question r* fused to sell to him. 
It had 
no assurance of ins soundness, no other 
testimony of his disposition to play fair 
other than that he paid us he went, so 
it positively refused 
to do 
business 
with him. He asked no accommodation 
at its hands. 
He wanted goods and 
would pay on the spot, yet it posi­ 
tively refused to place bis name upon 
its books iu any capacity whatever. 
This only goes to show that “ no rec­ 
ord” is a bad record. 
The man who is 
not rated good is bad. 
Borne men will 
persist in judging every man a rogue 
until he is proved honest. 
Be careful of your credit. 
You can 
have no more precious possession than 
a good name, nor more valuable capital 
than a good credit rating. The practice 
of having your check received by your 
creditor the day it is duo instead of 
sending it on that day is a trifling 
thing, yet it will not go unnoticed. 
Trifles like this supplement your rating 
in dollars and cents aud help to stiffen 
it. 
Make no promises you cannot keep, 
and whether prompt or slow be as good 
as your word.— Dry Goods Chronicle.
